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State to Care for 
Crippled Children. 

The following extract from _ the 
Crippled Children Act of 1927 indi- 
cates the scope of the work to be 
undertaken by the State Department 


of Public Health in the care of crip- 


pled children: 
“The State Department of Public 
Liealth shall have the power and it 


shall be its duty to seek out needy 
physically defective or handicapped 


persons under the age of eighteen 


years by local surveys. arranged 
turough local lawful authorities, social 
welfare and: other public and private 
avencies; provided, that no record 
shall be taken and/or kept except of 


such children as are specified in this 
section. 


It shall likewise have the power and 


it shall be its duty to arrange through 
sich local agencies for local public 
“agnostic clinics or conferences for 
such physically defective and handi- 
‘\pped persons, when and where it 
siall appear necessary and bring to 
Sich persons expert diagnoses near 
their own homes. 

Whenever the parents or. guardian 
©' any such physically defective or 
handicapped person shall be unable, 
1 whole or in part, to furnish for such 
child or ward, resident of the state, 


necessary ‘surgical, medical. hospital, 
physiotherapy, occupational therapy | 
and other service, special treatment, 
materials, appliances and their upkeep, 
maintenance, care and transportation, 
the parents or guardian may petition 


the superior court of the county where- 


in such parents or guardian is or are 
resident for a certificate setting forth 
such fact, and if the judge is satisfied 
that the parents or guardian is or are 
unable, in whole or in part, to furnish 
such services, treatment, materials, or 
appliances and their upkeep, or such 
maintenance, care and transportation 
he shall issue a certificate to that 
effect. Such certificate shall be pre- 
sented to the State Department of 
Public Health and it shall be its duty 
to furnish, in whole or in part, such 
services, transportation, materials or 
appliances and their upkeep, such 
maintenance, care and transportation 
as in its judgment are necessary and 
proper,’ the expense thereof to be 
advanced by the State Department of 
Public Health out of a revolving fund 
appropriated for that purpose. Pro- 
vided, however, that the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health may pay the 
same out of any funds received by it 
through gift, devise, or bequest with- 
out the possession of such certificate. 
All moneys expended under the 


authority of such certificate, as herein 


provided, shall constitute a legal 
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county charge against the county from 


‘which such certificate is issued. Upon 
presentation to the board of super- 
ivisors of the county in which such 
certificate was issued, of an itemized 


claim, duly sworn to by the secretary

Many Students 
Use Infirmary. 


That college students ‘believe ‘a 


stitch in time saves nine” was disclosed 
by the statistics of the University 6; 
California Infirmary for the fiscal yea; 
ending June 30, which Dr. Robert 7 
Legge, head of the. inhrmary, has just 
compiled. 

The number of treatments given by 
the Infirmary dispensary were 69 2/5, 
which is an increase over the previoys 
year of-about 7000. The number oj 
students treated was 8549. This makes 
the percentage 77.3 of the entire stu- 


dent body. These students received on 


an average of 8.1 treatments each. 
This is the largest percentage of 


| students that the Infirmary has ever had 


at any time. The number has gradually 
been increasing in the last ten years. 
Dr. Legge believes this shows that the 


“ft college student believes in medicine and 
intends to get rid of his. small ailments 


before they become serious. 

Thirteen thousand students required 
hospitalization and remained on an aver- 
Of this number 358 
required surgical operations. 


Immunize | 
Early in Life. 


Immunizations against smallpox and 
against diphtheria may be done safely 
at any time after the child is six months 
old. In a group of 62 children ex- 
amined recently, 48 of whom were be- 
tween the ages of one and six years, 


it was found that only 9 had received 


immunizations against smallpox and 4 
against diphtheria. 
child had received immunizations 
against both diseases. The immuniza- 
tion status of this group may or may 
not be indicative of the similar status 
of other groups of children in Cali- 
fornia. It may be stated with certainty. 
however, that children, universally, are 
not immunized against these two dis- 


eases as early in life as they should be. 
There should be a concerted effort up- 
on the part of all concerned to have 


children under their care protected 


against these diseases as soon as it may 
be practicable.

New Regulations for 
Common Drinking Cup. 


At its regular meeting, held in Los — 
Angeles, October 8, 1927, the California 
Board of Public Health adopted the 
following resolution relative to the 
sterilization of common drinking re- 
ceptacles: | 

‘Whereas, Apparently there exists 
confusion in the minds of health offi- 
cers and the trade with reference to the 
Common Drinking Cup Act, chapter 
744, Statutes 1917; therefore be it | 

Resolved, That in the enforcement of 
paragraph 2 of the Common Drinking 
Cup Act, chapter 744, Statutes 1917, 
the alternate methods of sterilization 
provided for shall be any method bac- © 
teriologically effective. All previous 
regulations concerning the sterilization 
of drinking glasses are herewith re- 
scinded.” 

It should be understood, however, 
that common drinking receptacles must 
be “thoroughly cleaned and sterilized 
in boiling water or steam between. con- 
secutive uses thereof” as provided in 
section 2 of the Common Drinking Cup 
Act of 1917. The amended regulations 
adopted by the Board pertain only to 
alternative methods of sterilization that 


now rescinded.
